io recently travelled 
ins steamer that. carried cdsls tothe 
Russian flest at Port Arthutand Talienwan, 
ataten that substantial sheds are being 
erected at the former port by the Russians, 
to hold at least 10,000 tons of coal: . These 
sheds aro now ‘about: half full and aro ex- 
pected to be quite filled by tho ond of the 
month. The Chinoss .workmen. are vary 
busy about the dock and yards under the 
direction of Russian officers, who gave them 
orders to prevent any foraigners from going 
ashore snd have forced the Chinexso offi: 
cials to iinprosa upon the people the im- 
portance of withholding information, 
even on thé most casual subjects, from 
atrange visitors; They aro in fact forbiddon 
to talk to any. Europeans but Russians, 
Mest of the Chinese officers-havo sent their 
wives and families away to othor places, 
and there is a general oxpectancy that Port 
Arthur is likely ero long to’ be’ the acene 
of further excitement: A Mussian battlo- 
ship, two cruisers, and gunboat wera 
in when our informant was there ; 
the Britisn oruirer Jphigenia had left two

went'on Doard the coal steamer, and mado 
anxious enquiries ‘as-to the whereabouts 
of the British Admirals and ficet. They 
seemed to be very well informod of what 
was going on in the outside world, how- 
ever, and had evidently pretty free use of 
the Chinesy telegraph lines, The impros- 
sion of the peoplo on the steamdr is that 
tho Itussians never ‘intend to leave Purt 
Atthur, and the nature of the prepara- 
tiona ashore, which have been solated to 
us, certainly point, to that conclusion. 
Several straggling Russian officers had 
arrived overland, and, tho Chincso in 
thoir usual oriental and picturesque way 
spoke with wonder of these travellers, 
who, as they expressed it, had ridden over, 
‘ten thousand li' through snow and ice. 
When the steamer called at-Talienwan to 
deliver coal ty a Russian cruiser in port 
thero wero two warshipa of that nationality 
in tho harbour. On shore there was no 
activity, and contrasted.to.tho busy scenes 
of the days when the Japaneso troops beld 
it, it wore a very dead and alive aspect. 
Even tho Chinese-tclegraph office ix now 4 
shut Gp and deserted, os our informant 
Bupposes, to prevent any news of the 
Russian movements Isaking out,—China

Tt really seems as if these two patriotic 
gentlomon had adopted ‘No English Necd 
Apply’ ag their motto, in which ‘onso it 
soeme inconsistent on theit part to pocket 
5 particularly largo pile of British sterling 
as their pay. : : 

We have elways enjoyed a considerable 
amount uf Prlitioal life in Singapore, From 
the days of Mr W. H. Read, until tho time 
when Mc Shelford retired, public opinion 
hos beon adequately and ably reprosented 
in Council and elsewhere, In Hongkong 
this dows not oppeat to havo been the caso, 
and Mr Henry Norman is no doubt corraat 
in astribing any usefulness of the unofitcial 
ploment in Council to the Hon'ble Mr 
Whitehead's able: and untiring efforts, I 
should say he must bo o formidable adyor- 
cary in dehate, T once had the pleusure of 
travelling with Mr Whitehoad from London 
to Liverpool, Could I have got him to 
talk about Hongkong [ should now bo 
welting a much better axtiols about. the 
toltny, bub Mr Whitehead wae full of 
Dittetallisht ust thon, a ahikming slbject 
on which he vas atioud to legture, By the 
tite we got to Warrington I believed that 
I know all about binietol iam, and that-the 
World of Finance had no .furthor secrets 
forme, Unfortunately I was incapable of 
Glgosting the stores of learning so sudden: 
ly acquired, and that night I suffered from 
suoh a fearful bimotaliic night-mara that I 
havo never dared to think about such 
thinga again: Mt Whitehead’s theories 
About bimetallign and financo generally 
shall bo unt. me ns 60 much goupel for 
the future, ody am I likely to go wrong 
{n pinning my fhlth to euch an acoomp't hi 
exponent of these delicate and intrioite 
questions. Mr Whitehcad ia also vory 
great on the aterling value of Scotsmon in 
genera), and of one of them in particular. 

this point ho is absolutely sound and 
cannot ba gainsaid. It ip to be hoped that 
Mr Whitehead will.long remain a leading 
ure in the political and commercial world 
Of Hongkong ; i isa very great gain to any 
colony when » man of position and ability 
ia publio spirited snough to devote his spare 
time to the benefit of tho publi¢.and the 
furthorance of their intorests, 

“My first impressions of Hongkong wore 
distinctly unfavourable. I thought it a 
cramped, crowded plage, all bricks and 
rocks, and contrasted it with the generous 
proportions of Singapore in a earping 
spirit. This feeling wore off during aub- 
sequont—visits,_and_I soon found it a 
marvellous convenience to get to any 
point [ wished olthor on Bot, or in 
9 chair or riksha within a few minutes.

Should he happen to boa Chinanian, poar- 
nage and pitt must be added to the list, 
ond be will also need’ a racing stud, In 
Hongkong they know. nothing of tho “ox- 
Pensa and worry consequent on the upkeep 
of & lot of hordes, and a gang of lazy 
thiavish syoos, To make mutters worso 
forthe Singapora man, the. ones familiar 
po ds mapidly Becoming oxtiiet, and 
the ‘rikshas of this place are simply dis. 

sting, I have mow soen-rikshos in many 
ands, but nowhere have F beheld. any go 
witty ckty and disroputable an tha Blngae 
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ap hi a dalo all: th: tina 
boforo long “ho: knows how to ‘step it ont 
bravely on roads stall sorta of gradienta, 
For these who lika level walking, however, 
there is nothing finer than tho Howen Road, 
a marvellous achievement, combining an 
aqueduct with a vieduct commanding on- 
chanting views, and which affords the 
grateful podestrian « perfect path, frua 
from the intrusion’ of horsea and catringes, 
carts, “rickishas, and ‘persons on bicycles.

Lot 
us hope that the statements put forth by 
vay Company aro accurate; I hava 
ightest wish to travorao thon. 
The Ponk tramway js a great convonicnce 
which largely develops the aphi ro of ils in” 
Hongkong, On a fine day the scynery of 
‘the Peak is wonderfully beautiful. Nevor 
beret seen softer skies or moro brilliant 
ona than from this vant-ge puint, or to 
také a moro prosaic view of.this wonderful 
Peak, a more perfect. abject leysun in2geo- 
graphy can scarce be found eleewherc. Tt 
would rejoice the heart of a pedagogtia to 
survey the vivid ‘map unrolled to bis gaze 
from this lofty summit. Everything froma 
continent to an island, from an isthmus 
ton cape, or fromm a peninsula to'a pro- 
montory, is to be seen, varied with likes 
andi rivera simulated by tho inteta and arma 
of the sya, : . 

In wot weather, howover, this glorious 
vista ia replaced by sheeta of rain “and 
wreaths of mist. During such times the 
Ponk ia distinctly unpleasant. Ie is much 
too damp fur walking, but not wet enough 
for swimming, and at sorts of persony of 
hoth soxes are to be found wading ahout, 
‘in a sort of semi-amphibiou yi hich ~is- 
sinsply heart-bresking to the inhabitent of 
dricr but loss picturesque régions. 

It is very pleasant again to take a run 
ino steam launch in the direction of Ly- 
eo-moon with a few friends, The launch 
ia stopped, a couple of life buays ure thrown 
into the water so as to be handy in caso 
of necd, aod then everybody goes uver- 
board for a glorious swim to the shore, and 
back again to the boat, As every big firm 
in Hongkong has its own“sterm Iuanch, 
this is a form of-healthy enjoyment .which 
ia often resorted to after a hard day of it 
in tho office, by way of a tonic’ boforo din- 
ner. Tho resources of Hongkong are well 
nigh endless, however, and it may be truly 
said of the coinmunity that thoy are a 
sporting lot. Cricket and tenpis are held 
in high honour-in Hongkong, and a good 
deal. of alleged racing is kept going thera 
at very considerable autlays. . 

I got into very considorable ..trouble 
moro than once in China, owing to my 
somewhat outspoken criticisms of the nublo 
as he is understood in Hong- 
kong and Shanghai. pertombn of 
China are as conservativg about racing 
as the French are about’ the colonial tariif 
which bats the entry of English’ goods 
into their territories. I first came tw 
grief when I proposed to send up. a 
hittle horse from Singapore meaauring un- 
der fourteon handa, which would beat 
anything in all China, 1 was bluntly told” 
to keep my little horse to mysolf, and waa 
informed that. only China ponies are allowed 
to racein China, Now the Ching pony is 
‘a bull-headed, hog-necked, full-bodied, 
stumpy-legged creature, just rounded off 
anyhow ut the tail end of him, which is 
no very pretty sight, to bo sure, but atill 
& much more engaging spectacle than lovk- 
ing hin in his ugly face. He generally has 
a mouth liko a brick and a tempor like 
typhoon: I fotget the average speed of 
a Chinese Lades, but J undorstand.that 
there is no salo for atop-watches in Hong: 
kong or Shanghai, aa they time theit 
races in China by the church clock, Upon 
theso-unlikely animals cnormous sums of 
money are equandered, Thousands of 
dollara are Paid for a China pony that is 
fancied, and racing men‘will back bint till 
all is blue. Thoy will positively put thoir 
shirt on ong of those benighted beasts, and 
sometimes thay go home withous it. Afew 
China ponics were onco introduced into 
Singapore, but ib wos found that they had 
not any winning little ways about ther 
ond even as haoks they were voted o horri 
nuisance, 60 naturally enotigh thoy have 
disappoared from our midet. To do tha 
Chia pony justice, however, there is Iots of 
fun to be got outof him, [frequently had 
the pleasure of meeting a Hongkong gen- 
tleman, who told me that a velebrated puny 
which he was racing, broko hia leg for him 
in four places on one fins afternoon, besidys 
fracturing halts dozen ribs and a collar 
bone, The outrégedua brute was procecd= 
ing to est his unhappy owner raw, whon 
the polices thought the thing had gone far 
enough and stopped it. That afternoon's 
sport kept my friend in bed for over a your, 
This: story js'a trus one; it may not ba 
absolutely correct in avery detail, but in 
tho main itis yeracioua anecdote. An 
man. who knows Hongkong at all, wi 
immediately recoguise in the hero of my 
story, the genial and plucky sportawan 
who mot with this disaster, The paople 
of Hongkong may be superior to us in 
many ‘aya, but we aro far ahead of 
them in everythingfthat relates to horses 
and racing.
